H-Bomb Deétruction 
Explained by Civil Defence ° 

The following explanation on 
the desrtuction of an H-bomb 
was given today by Chas. Wil- 
braham, Civil Defence director 
for MD of Wainwright No. 61. 

“Within five miles of a big 
atomic explosion there is virtu- 
ally no chance of survival for 
anyone. There would be little of 
anything left, except a gaping, 
possibly dangerously radioac- 
tive hole in the earth.’ 

There is very little hope of 
survival for anyone living with- 
in eight miles of the spot. For 
one- atomic weapon can carry 
easily the equivalent blast of 
five to ten million tons of old- 
style high. explosives. 

If they were in shelters, peo- 
ple within nine to twelve miles 


of an atomic explosion might | 


survive the blast and heat. The 

only catch even for these is that 

nobody knows ‘the exact point 

i a an atomic weapon might 
it. 

The best defence is dispersal. 
The only way to evacuate the 
large cities and industrial areas 
most likely to be ‘target centres 
in a war is to plan it out in ad- 
vance. 

It.is because Civil Defence of- 
fers a way of making this neces- 
sary preparation in advance that 
Friday, October 4; has been des- 
ignated Civil Defence Day in 
Canada. Canadians must not for-

Trip to Russia and Life 
Behind the tron Curtain 


Don Rollans, News Director of radio station CHED, | 


Tells of

under the auspices of the broadcasters and radio 
announcers of Canada with a view of seeing for 


himself and his sponsors 
behind the Iron Curtain, 


just what was going on

ple of that vast country 


live, work and prosper. 


His stay behind the Iron Curtain was confined to 


the capital of Russia, Moscow, and the story of his 
visit related of the way the Russians lived, worked, 


dressed, of their education and their earning 


power. 


He left from Montreal by plane to Helsinki in Fin- 
land, then on to Moscow without any undue incident, 


and after a cursory examin 


cers, rode by bus to the Metropole hotel which covers ! 


four ordinary city blocks. 


Don stated that while the in- 
dividual as such counts for little 
in Russia, the State has pro- 
gressed greatly since the 1917 
revolution and living conditions 
have improved somewhat. Pri- 
ces of staple goods are compara- 
tive to Canada, but clothing, 
blankets, shoes, silk .and nylon 
stockings are very high. Aver- 
ege wages for workers are only 

. $70.00 per month, so that it is 
necessary that both husband and 
wife work. Women do. all the 
jobs that men do, brick laying, 
plumbing, street sweeping, etc., 
at men’s wages. 


There are not many cars in 
Russia, said Don, and as a ‘result 
the city of Moscow has a most 
amazing system of underground 
railways, With the wages the 
workers receive no one can af- 
ford a car except government of- 
ficials, The license is difficult 
to obtain and the price of gas- 
oline is prohibitive for the or- 
dinary person, so they walk or 
ride the State-owned subway 
trains Thus there are no traffic 

- problems -to speak of. 


One phase of the Russian pol- 
icy that impressed the speaker 
was the Moscow agricultural ex- 
hibition which is carried’ ‘on for 
ten months of the year. ‘This is 
an effort to demonstrate the im- 
provegd methods in all lines of 
agricultural efforts. Agriculture 
in Russia suffered severely du- 
ring the last war. ‘Buying. or 
owning cars by workers or far- 
mers on State owned and oper- ! 
ated farms was out of the ques- | 
tion due to low wages. ‘The price 
of gasoline was prohibitive and 
also scarce, and anyone. apply- 
ing for a car or driver’s license 
had to dismantle the car and put 
_ it together again. 


All the mothers in Russia work 
and the State takes over the care 
of the child at the age of five 
weeks. At that time the mother 
leaves the baby 
creche during the day ang takes 
the infant home at ‘night. From 

_ the time the baby is left in the | 
creche a file is set up on his or 
her aptitudes and this continues 
through its entire education. The 
young person is thus channeled 
into a trade or profession as re- 
vealed by his or her aptitudes. 
When graduating from a univer- 
sity the student is sent to where- 
ever the State thinks he is most 
needed or adapted.

Don gave a vast amount of _ 
| 


formation about the average 
Russian, stating that all he ap- 
peared to want was peace, shel- 
ter, and security. A marriage li- 
cense cost $1.50 and if you want- 
ed to call it quits, all it cost was 
$35.00 and you could go and find 
another. mate. 

As news from the outside 
,world is not allowed in Russia, 
the average Russian does not 
know,.or believe that Canadians 
can travel from one end of Can- 
ada to the cther without a pass- 
port, Anyone living in Moscow 
has to get a passport to visit the 
next town. Just imagine if we 
had to get a visa to visit Bruce 
‘or Kinsella, or visa versa. ;
